ern and northwestern Ohio cities are 
i'aeintv a big curtailment of their gas 
supply from West Virginia as a result 
of an order of the West Virginia utili-

their vain .efforts to capture him, were 
received throughout the country. 


Carlisle was shot down in a cabin 


yesterday by Sheriff Roach of Wheat- 
land, as" the bandit, cornered, reached 
for an automatic pistol to give battle.

Sunday 'morning, through a blizzard, by 
team, oh horseback and finally on foot, 
when drifts of snow were encountered 
too great for a mount to traverse.

quent robbery of the Los Angeles lim- 
ited train near Medicine Bow, Novem- 
ber 18, was strapped, to a pack horse 
for the descent down Larimie peak', 
18 \miles southwest of here, then bun- 
dled into an7 automobile and rushed to 
this city.

By ilr. Knauber. 
Establishing Fire Limits and regulating 


the building therein. 
Be it ordained by the Council of the 


City of Newark, State of Ohio. 
Section 1. 
That the following sec- 
tions of the 
City of Newark. Ohio, 


bounded on tha north by the north line 
of Locust street, on the east by the 
east line of Front street, on the south 
by the north line of the B. and O. and 
P"., C., C. and St. L. Railway companies 
right of way, on the west by the west 
line of Fifth street, be-and are hereby 
established and declared to be the Fire 
Limits of the City of Newark. Ohio. 
Section 2. No frame building or 
structure shall be .erected "within the- 
Fire Limits, as above established, ex- 
cept the following, and all roofs placed 
upon such, buildings 01; structures shall 
have approved .covering; and be; of - in- 
combustible material. 


(A.) Temporary one-story frame build- 


ings for tiie of'builders, and temporary 
stands,' plat'Eprms. booths and tents. for; 
•which permits- shall be obtained from 
the City Engineer. Such frame struc- 
tures for the use of builders in' connec- 
tion with the erection of a new building 
or repau'S .to Jorv.remodeling of an old 
building, shah be removed as soon as 
"'th'ey' have ceased to serve the "original 
purpose for which they were permitted. 


(B) One-story sheds open on the long 


side,' not over 15 feet high, with sides 
covered with 
incombustible 
material, 


and with an area not to. exceed , 500 
square feet, a .wooden fence shall not 
be Used to form the back or side of 
such slieds. 


(C) Wooden fences not over 10 feet 


high'.- v." : . ' 
*(lj). "Piazzas or t>alc6riies riot exceed- 
ing 10 feet in width or .extending more 
than 3 feet 
above tne second story 


floor beams. No structure shall extend 
beyond the lot line or be joined to any 
similar structure of another building. 


(E) Bay windows when covered with 


incombustible material. •

Small outhouses not exceeding 


150 square feet in area and S feet in 
height. 
(G) Ice-houses not exceeding 15 feet 


in height nor more than 300 square feet 
in area, wooden sheds, ice-houses or 
out-houses shall not be located -within 
five feet of any lot line, nor less than 
30 feet from any building over 
one 


story high. 
Section 3. "When a building or buildings 


are being torn down, all wreckage shall 
be removed as fast as torn down and 
not piled or stacked on street, alley or 
premises within the -established 
Fire 


limits of the City of Newark, Ohio. 


Section 4. Any 
person, 
persons, 


firm, or corporation violating any of 
the provisions of this Ordinance shall 
be deemed guilty of a Misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof; shall be fined 
not less than, ?5.00, nor more than $50.

The proposed income tax law: drafted 


by the joint taxation committee, was 
ready for

Exemptions under, the law are low- 


ered from $1,000 arid $2,000 to $500 and 
$1,000. Single men will be. allowed an 
exemption of only $500 and married 
men $1,000 and $200 for each depend- 
ant child. The rate is fixed at one 
percent on the first $4,000 annual in; 
come and two percent on each addi-' 
tional thousand. 
The rate is the same as the federal 


income tax law but the exemptions 
are lower. 
The law is designed as a revenue 
getter to bring relief to financially em- 
barrassed state, city and county..gov- 
ernments. It is estimated that it will 
produce $7,000,000 annually.

provides that 25 percent of the rev- 
!enue shall go to the state government 
and 75 percent will remain in local 
taxing districts.
